Plant it with and back of BLUE SPIRE,as it is taller and less erect.Together 
they are a wonderful garden picture.

HOW RIGHT WERE WE? 


Last January,we tried to name the plants that were 
likely to be most popular during the coming season. 
And we also offered a few new ones of our own.1936 
has come and gone,and we can no longer avoid our res- 
ponsibility in the matter. 


Beyond any question,the most popular new plant last 
year,was GAILLARDIA SUN GOD.It has much to-commend it, 
seems to do well almost everywhere,is good for cutting 
and for garden effect.No one has written us to dispar- 
age it.We'd be glad to hear if anything need be said. 


The Korean Chrysanthemums came next in popularity 
and demand.Actually,we are rather far north for them 
to do their best,but even here,we saw some splendid 
displays last fall,where slight protection against 
early frost,had been given.With these plants,the end 
is not yet in sight. 


AMELIA,or Pink Cushion,or Azaleamum(they are all 
the same) ,was easily the best hardy Chrysanthemum in 
this section,tho more for garden effect than for 
cutting.Chrysanthemums generally,are in demand,and 
not all the worth while sorts are Koreans.We have 
several that are as early,and as hardy. 


The first of our own offerings,was CAMPANULA BLUE 
SPIRE.It flowered equally well for us again last 
summer,and we have had no adverse comments.To be sure 
it needs more time to be fully tested,and it may not 
have flowered in every case.But we would like to hear 
how it was liked.You will note it being offered in 
other places,soon. 


The fine English Pyrethrum,EILEEN MAY ROBINSON,was 
next.Except that it did not flower in some cases,we 
have had no complaints.Of its quality,abroad,and in 
our own grounds,there is no question.Did you like it? 


GYPSOPHILA OLDHAMIANA blossoms so much later than 
other sorts,as to have been disappointing in some 
cases.Jie believed it the best of its type,both from 
professional and amateur comments.Were you satisfied? 
We did not succeed in getting sizable plants,last 
year,and are obliged to withdraw it. 


CHRYSOPSIS MARIANA did not grow so tall as we were 
led to expect both by published descriptions and the 
word of the seed collector.With us,it was about one 
foot high.It was perfectly hardy,the flowers a fine 
golden yellow,and we look on it as a plant with many 
possibilities for improvement. 


ASTER FRIKARTI from demand alone,certainly bore 
out all our predictions of its popularity.Here,it 
again did well from plants put out in late June,even, 
but we fear it may not have been as good after being 
‘mailed,Every authority agrees that it is the best of 
medium height Fall Asters,and plants have not yet 
become plentiful.We do all we can to hurry it in 
spring,but it will not be hurried.Heavier plants are 
expensive,but we have obtained a moderate quantity,and 
urge you to reserve them,now,if you were disappointed 
last year. 


What did we score,in your own garden trials? 
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GAILLARDIA. SUN GOD. 


A sturdy erect plant,with thick 
soft leaves.The extra large flowers 
are partly doubled.In color,they are a 
pure golden yellow,with but a hint of 
red.Plants from small pots,in good 
culture,will begin flowering in August 
and continue until frost. 2" pots only.

THE BEST NEW PLANTS FOR 19357. 


Dwarf Hardy Asters seem most likely to attract atten- 
tion this year.Some new forms are available,and the 
plants of all are more plentiful with correspondingly 
better prices.Not in any sense a flower for cutting, they 
are most satisfactory for massed garden effects,without 
being so tall and strong as to overpower the rest of the 
plants,and they blossom early enough,and late enough,to 
fill the place of the Chrysanthemum,in northern gardens. 
This isthe result of our 1936 experiences,and our first 
choice for 1937.Do you feel otherwise? Bear in mind that 
they are equally good in hot and dry conditions,farther 
south,and blossom before the Chrysanthemums. 


With our announcement of another of the double Peach-= 
bells on page 1,we end our list of introductions by 
Gardenside for the present.It is not easily possible to 
produce new varieties of sufficient merit to warrant 
dissemination.In CAMPANULAS BLUE SPIRE and SUMMER SKIES 
we are sure we have two outstanding garden plantese.The 
rest of our choices for 1937 will be from the work of 
others. 


Korean and other Chrysanthemums seem likely to be of 
prime interest.Not only are the colors being improved 
but the flowering date is being steadily moved ahead. 
Of course there are too many varieties to choose from. 
We pin our faith to the Bristol sorts.There is no hap- 
hazard work here;the plants are bred with definite 
ideals in mind;and,with so many sorts appearing,and 
high ideals,it seems evident that only the best will be 
sent out. 


Rumors of a fragrant Coreopsis lanceolata reached us 
during 1936,and we were glad to find them true when we 
were offered a quantity of plants of the variety GOLDEN 
GIANT.It is much larger than the seedling form,the 
flowers being often four inches across.But for its, 
sweet odor alone it is worthy of a place in any garden, 
The introducing firm is among the best in the country. 


Last fall,word came from Virginia of a new Helenium 
CHIPPERSFIELD ORANGE.Somehow we had missed it ,and we 
set to work at once to track it down.Our friend who told 
us of it was so enthusiastic,that it must be worth while 
At last,we found it,in a northern nursery,so that it is 
unquestionably hardy.And we are assured that it is a 
real orange,with a darker disc.We weren't able to get a 
lot,but if you will believe the word of another amateur 
gardener(our friend in Virginia) ,who writes'I am going 
to purchase several more next spring’,you'll reserve 
your plants now.Treat Heleniams as you do Mums,and 
pinch out the tips by July,and you'll have lower and 
more branching plants. 


And now a word for an older plant,that is certainly 
increasing in popularity,-ANEMONE SEPTEMBER CHARM. 
We have abundantly proven,tight about us here,that our 
littie potted plants if put out in May,will be heavily 
in bloom in late August.It is next to impossible to 
make this plant hurry in spring.After potting,no real 
growth occurs for weeks.So don't ask us for them until 
May,for we won't have them ready,and there is no real 


gain.The plant is hardy on well-dreined soils,but it jis 


fully as effective from small plants each spring.With 
its large silvery pink blooms,and its dwarf compact 
habit(18"),it finds a place in every garden. 
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VIOLAS sND VIOLETS. 


Lach year,we grow many thousands of Violas and of 
fragrant Violets.snd,for our retail customers,we have 
followed the practice of potting many of these up in 
small pots,because we were sure that these little 
plants represented the best value we could give,not 
only at their price,but in prospective flowers.For 
various reasons,we are amending our ideas,somewhat. 


It seems fully evident that the fragrant Violets 
are best handled in small pots.As field plants, they 
make a sprawly mat,difficult to dig and pack,and hard 
to plant.The potted plant has a definite root system, 
ships well,and will promptly begin to increase.Often, 
too,it will flower before the year is over.This is 
particularly true both of ROSINA,the pink sweet 
Violet,and of CHARM,which originated here,and is 
white,suffused with just enough blue to give a 
lavender cast to the flower.It is not at all unusual 
to find flowers on either of these sorts,at any time 
during the summer,and there is always a profusion of 
fall bloom.Our strains of the BLUH and of the WHITE 
fragrant Violets,are from a nearby garden,and they 
are perfectly hardy.All these Violets are fine for 
carpeting trees and shrubs. 


We have discontinued growing our Violas of the 
type of JERSHY GEM and WHITE JERSEY GEM in pots.As 
these Violas have become more and more plentiful,the 
demand has lessened.Instead we have a moderate number 
of fine young field clumps of both these two,and you 
may depend on them to produce the finest spring effect 
and to continue well into summer.It will be well to 
reserve these soon,if wanted,for while we can always 
purchase more,we are sure you will prefer to have our 
plants,grown since the start from plants sent us by 
the introducers. 


On the other hand,we have adopted a new practice 
with the English Violas,MaGGIE MOTT and MOSELEY PER- 
FECTION,and our own American JERSEY JEWEL,which is 
the best midsummer blooming sort.We found that when 
grown in pots, they tended to flowering very early,and 
then making plant growth during the summer. Instead,we 
now are propagating them in midsummer,and later,so 
that we have to send out for this spring,young field 
plants,now in beds well frozen down.Our test planting 
showed these little plants developed more slowly,and 
flowered over a longer period in spring and summer. 


No doubt most of you who read this make a practice 
of planting at least one bed to Pansies,each spring, 
and perhaps you carpet your Jinal, AES) S} with Myosotis,and 
edge your shadier beds with English Daisies.We ae 
many thousands of these plants each year,for sale a 
‘the Nursery,and nearby.In at least one place we ze 
heavy competition.To meet it,we grow OU plants ce

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JUST A LITTLE BIT DIFFERENT FOR THE GARDEN. 


Really new things are scarce enough,but the woods 
are full of improved forms of older favorites.Names 
such as 'veris superba’ and ‘colosus' are used to help 
the matter alpng.And many times,when plants are grown 
from seed,scarcely one in the lot will be better than 
previously known sorts,or the type itself.It is one 
task that should be delegated to the Nurseryman,to 
sort out these so-called new forms of older things, 
and to state plainly what his findings are.Too often 
however,he will yield to the glamor of the introducer's 
words,and,with an eye to his own volume of sales,add 
a few of his own.We try to keep free of this fault. 


In the Aster family,we have grown two new forms, 
known as LITTLE BOY BLUE and LITTLE PINK LADY.These 
two grow to a height of about two feet,but are quite 
compact in form.They may be used at the back of the 
dwarf forms,but in front of the taller ones.A writer 
in the November 15th Horticulture,states that they are 
most satisfactory.Qur plants came from the Department 
of Agriculture.With us,they appear to be very good 


indeed.And don't overlook the plant called Aster 


hybridus luteus,which tho not a true aster,is similar 
in habit,grows to three feet,and is the only yellow 
flowered plant of its season,to combine with the true 


Fall Asters. 


We also have an Aster,sent us by a Detroit friend, 
who stated that it was the best dwarf pink sort he 
had ever grown.It is close to the acris section,but is 
not definitely placed there.The leaves are linear,and 
quite smooth,light colored.The flowers are quite bright 
pink,and appear over a long period.In effect,it is a 
symmetrical little evergreen tree,two feet high,full 
of pink stars.We shall call it,CAMPBELL'S PINK ASTER. 


Last fall,we offered the new forms of Dianthus 
known as D.winteri.These from an English sort,thru 
the Department of Agriculture,were well vouched for, 
and with us they were easily the best single flowered 
pinks we have ever grown.From friends who have seen 
them growing in Maryland,we are told that they are 


exceptionally fine in warmer climates,flowering 


continuously. 


We have always wanted some better forms of the 
Monardas.Two years ago,we received some from an old 
garden,and last year,they flowered.We sold some plants 
of one,before we even had time to propagate them.At 
last we cut the tops off,and were able to save enough 
to permit us to offer it this year.It is a bright,yet 
soft pink,almost a salmon,and we're sure you'll like 
it.The other is a rich magenta,but unless you have a 


complex about this color,you'll like it,too. 


Of the plants we have been growing for some time, 
yet never seem to get enough to offer widely,one at 
least is outstanding.The double form of Lychnis vis- 
caria,has sold to visitors here,just about as fast as 
we could grow them.The doubling intensifies the bright 
pink color,and keeps the plant from seeding,so that 
the flowers last much longer.If you do not know this 
plant,we trust you soon will.The linear leaves make a 
tuft,about eight inches high,and the stems rise to 
nearly two feet,the flowers at the end,in long spikes. 
For the rest,there are the pink form of Penstemon 
torreyi(PINK BEAUTY).This is now available in field
